The meeting was called 4o Order with Mgyor Miller presiding.
Roll call:

Invocation was delivered by REV. GENE RUTLEDGE, Koenig Lane Christian
Church, 908 Koenig lane.

Councilman White moved thst the Minutes of the Meeting of June 4, 1959,
be approved. The motion, seconded by Councilman Palmer, carried by the followe
ing vote:

MRS. JAMES D, SEALS represented a group from the St. Elmo area asking
for a playground in the neighborhood; and if necessary that funds be provided
in the next budget for extra land. ©Ohe asked for part time supervision for
this summer, where some recrestion could be provided now, and that a resl play-
ground with equipment and a pool be considered for the future. It was suggested
by Councilman Palmer that the group select about three members and work with
the Director of Recreation to see what all could be worked out. The Mayor said
that possibly a small amount could be appropriated to get them started, and
after the group talked to the Recreation Director that some supervision and
organized play could be provided. The Acting City Manager, Reuben Rountree,
made a report on plans for a playground stating that it could he worked out
nicely on the school site, but there was no wmoney in this year's budget. The
Mayor stated some two or three hundred dollers might be appropriated. It was
also suggested that possibly private capital could be obtained to supplement
the Recrestion budget throughtihe P.T.A. or other solicitation means.
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In comnection with the pending matter of the opening or vacating of
East 9th Street between Trinity and Neches, Councllman Bechtol asked MR. TRAVIS
LONG to review the plans of the Interregional Highway between 6th and 1lth
Streets. MR. TRAVIS LONG showed the patiern of the cross-streets of the
Interregional bhetween llth and Hth and explained the plans in deteil. After
a brief discussion, Councilman Palmer moved that the City Attormey be instructed
to bring in an ordinance closing East Oth Street from Trinity to Neches. The
motion, seconded by Councilman Bechtol, carried by the following vote:

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The City Attorney made a report on some agreements dlscussed with Mr,
Nelson Puett, regarding the zoning application of the BOARD OF TRUSTEES, LULING
PUBLIC SCHOOLS, L4814 East Avenue from "A" Residence to "GR" GemeralRedail
(amended to "B" Residence)., Mr. Tom Gee represented the applicants. After
discusging the agreements, Councilman Palmer moved that subject to the approval
of Mr. Gee's client, that the City Attorney be instructed to embody in an ordin-
ance the change of zoning from "A" Residence to "GR" General Rétail withithe heigl%t
reserved as presented by the City Attornmey; also a resolution stating that in
no wise will the property cwner's alr rights be invslidated by the City's
acquisition of the neighboring or this property. The motion, seconded by
Councilman Bechtol, carried by the following vote:

Councilman White offered the following resolution and moved its adopbion:
(RESOLUTION) |

WHEREAS, Shurr Construction Company is the Contractor for the alteration
of a building located at 103-105 East 8th Street and desires a portion of the
sidewalk and street space abutting Lot 6, Block 8%, of the Original City of
Augtin, Travis County, Texas, during the alteration of the building, such space
to be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
Shurr Construction Company, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at a point 2k feet west of Congress Avenue alley
on the south right of way line of East 8th Street; thence in
s northerly direction and at right angles to the centerline
of East 8th Street to & point 12 feet north of the south curb
line; thence in a westerly direction and parallel with the
centerline of East 8th Street approximately 60 feet to a
point; thence in a southerly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of East 8th Street to the north line of
the above describved property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Shurr Construction Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the
following express terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall constructia 4-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be pro-
tected on each side by a guard rall at least 4 feet high and substantially
braced and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along
the pavement within the welkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
officials it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immediately place such a wood floor and substantially support same to prevent
sagging under load.
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(2) That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, and
at all times that such gste is open, the Contractor shall maintain & person at
this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks. This gate is
not 0 open out s¢ as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3) That no vehiclés in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

(4) That “"No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street slde of the
barricades.

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting systems for 1l tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necegsity for their existence on sald sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time t0 be determined by the City Manager, snd in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than August 1, 1959.

(20) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to resuire the erection or installation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time with its
public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured as & result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for ssid building projects, whether done by the Contractor,
City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contrac-
tors expense. '

(13) Thst the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) which shall protect, indemmify
and hold hermless the City of Austin from any claims or dsmages to any person
or property that may accrue to or he brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granmted the Contractor by the City of
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Augtin and shall gusrantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the conatruction of a walkway
and other Safegusrds during the occupsncy of the space.

. That S. Reuben Rountree, Jr., Acting City Manager of the City of Austin,
be and he is hereby authorized to convey the hereinafter described tract of land
to A. Roy Thomes and BE. C. Thomas, sald tract of land being more particularly
described as follows, to wit:

2,035 square feet of land, same being partly a portion of a
street formerly known as Duval Street in the City of Austin,
Travis County, Texas, pame being more particularly described
by metes and bounds as follows:

WHEREAS, heretofore by resolution, on the lst day of August, 1957, and
by resolution, ¢n the 13th day of Novenmber, 1958, the City Council of the City
of Austin, Texas, duly passed and adopted resolutions designating Thomas Jeffer-
son Heights, Kealing Project, as an Urben Renewal Area; and,

WHEREAS, the Housing and Home Finance Administrator was requested to
reserve for an Urban Renewsl Project in such proposed Urban Renewal Area,
Federal capital grant funds in an smount sufficient {0 enable the City of
Austin to finance the undettaking of the Project; and,
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. WHEREAS, the filing of an application by the City of Austin for an
advance of fundg from the United States of America in an smount not to exceed
$47,755.00 for surveys and plans for an Urban Renewsl Project in such area was
gpproved; and,

WHEREAS, . pursuant to such resolution, application for such funds was made,
and subsequently approved and granted, and a contract for planning advance for
gurveys and plans for such Urben Renewal Project, dated February 13, 1958, and
as amended May 1, 1958, designated as Contract No. TEX. R~-20{A) for $47,755.00,
by and between the United States of America acting by and through the Housing
snd Home Finance Administrator, and the City of Austin, Texas; as the Local
Public Agency, was made and executed; and,

WHEREAS surveys and planning studies conducted to date show the need for
additional funds to carry oul the necessary planning work in the amount of
$18,753.00; Now, Therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the filing of a Survey and Flanning Budget revising the smount of
funds from $47,755.00 to $66,508.00 is hereby approved, and that the City
Menager be, and he is hereby authorized and directed to execute and file such
budget revision with the Housing and Home Fipnance Administrator, and to provide
such additional informetion and to furnish such documents es may be required by
said Administrator, and to act as the authorized representative of the City of
Austin.

The motion, seconded by Councilmen Bechtol, carried by the following vote:

Councilman White offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

WHEREAS, bids were received by the City of Austin on Jume 8, 1959, for
the furnishing of 50,000 pounds of sodium hexametaphosphate for use in the
Filter Plants; and,

WHEREAS, the bid of Dearborn Chemical Company in the sum of $7,041.30
was the lowest and best bid therefor, and the acceptance of such bid has been
recoammended by the Purchasing Agent of the City of Austin, and by the Acting
City Manager; Now, Therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the bid of Dearborn Chemical Company in the sum of $7,081.30 be
and the same is hereby accepted, and S. Reuben Rountree, Jr., Acting City
Manager of the City of Austin is hereby authorized to enter into a contract om
behalf of the City with Dearborn Chemical Company.

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The Acting City Manager reported on the status of the swimming pool st
East District Park, stating the opening now would not be on schedule but would
Be delayed until about July lst. 'The Mayor regquested that details be workéd
out, and the matter was referred to the Acting City Manager snd City Attorney
to see if this pool could be opened for one day on Jume 19th.

MR. G. C. CRAWFORD, Marlow Heights, appeared concerning the opening of a
road, which the group was promised several months ago. The Acting City Menager
reported that the extension of Kleherg lLane over t0 the new Manor Road had been
started but the F.A.A. asked that sll work be stopped ag traffic at this location
- would interfere with their landing system. At this time another route is being
planned, and this is now being worked out.

The Council went over the pending list. Item 17, "Action of proposed

"~ purchase of two acres of land needed for Reservoir just west of Balcones Trail
on Spicewood" wae discussed. The City Attorney and Councilman Palmer made a
report on this. No action wag taken at this time.

On Item 18, "Action on request of a citizen to buy remmant of land
1&-'::185' on south side of Oltdrf on the creek". Councilmen White made a report
‘on this, that this maetter should be held up for a while for further checking to
see if the City needed this strip of land.

MR. DAVID COLE was called in by the Council to discuss his ball team
activities. Councilman Bechtol explained that utilities furnished the various
ball tesms were charged to the Recreation Department's budget, and the Council
had considered establishing a policy whereby the utilities furnished would be
to teams affiliated with a national organization or under the supervision of
the Recreation -Department; and to dualify with eifher, financial information
mast be filed. Mr. Cole explained sbout his ball park and stated that MR,
MONROE LOPEZ had furnished most of the expenditures of getting the park in
condition. Mr. Cole had leased the land on which the park is located. The
Director of Recreation and members of the Council pointed out what was expected
of thoge who operate these ball parks as non-profit organizations. Councilmen
Palmer stated the Council would go ahead and adopt the policy as discussed

_previously, and that Mr. Cole had indicated be would comply.

Councilman Bechtol moved that the name of Old Bouldin Avenue be changed
to CIVIC CIRCLE. The motion, seconded by Councilman Palmer, carried by the
following vote:

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‘ There being no further business, the Council adjowrned at 12:00 noon,
subject to the call of the Mayor.
